FOR  THE  YE^R,  1971 . 


To:  The  Chairnan  and  numbers  of  the  ^ysgarth  Rural  District 
Council . 


Madam  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  the  annual  Pteport  of  the  health 
of  the  District  for  the  year  197'!  • The  report  follows  the  lines 
of  previous  reports. 

The  Birth  Rate  as  adjusted  by  the  comparability  factor  was 
12.2  compared  to  16.0  for  England  and  Rales.  There  were  no 
infant  deaths.  The  General  Mortality  Rate  (adjusted)  was  10.7 
compared  with  11.6  for  England  and  Rales.  I have  no  comments 
on  these  figures. 

No  cases  of  infectious  diseases  were  notified. 

The  water  supply  authority  for  the  District  is  the 
Northallerton  and  The  Dales  Water  Board.  Throughout  the  year, 
routine  bacteriological  samples  were  taken  by  the  Board  and 
examined  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  service. 

1 would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking 
Hr.  Jolley,  the  Public  Health  Inspector,  and  his  staff  for  their 
co-operation  and  support  during  the  year*.

A rear  of  premises  seven  day  interval  refuse  collection  service 
over  the  greater. part  of  the  District  was  maintained  throughout  the 
year  with  only  minor  dislocation  due  to  mechanical  breakdown  and  bad 
weather,, 

I am  grateful  to  Sedbergh  Rural  District  Council  who  continue  to 
collect  refuse  from  some  premises  at  the  Western  limit  of  the  District* 

The  refuse . collectors  have  continued  to  maintain  good  relations 
with  the  public  and  the  few  complaints  I have  had  to  investigate  have 
not  been  due  to  misbehaviour  on  the  part  of  the  workmen  if  one 
discounts  the  occasional  missed  bin  which  is  always  regretted.  No 
improvement  has  been  made  in  the  control  of  tips , absence  of  covering 
material  is  the  main  difficulty  and  the  unauthorised  use  of  tips 
continues  to  give  trouble. 

Askrigg  tip  will  have  to  be  abandoned  next

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Bacteriological  Examination  of  Water  Supplies. 


139  samples  of  water  were  examined  by  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  Service,  115  were  reported  satisfactory.  No  samples  were 
submitted  for  chemical  examination,.

NORTHALLERTON  AND  THE  DALES  WATER  BOARD. 


Details  of  main  extensions  proposed  by  the  Board  were  received 
during  the  year,  the  eventual  integration  of  the  main  sources  of 
supply  in  the  district  will  improve  the  reliability  of  the  whole 
system. 

No  major  shortages  occurred  during  the  year  in  spite  of  the 
continual  increase  in  demand. 

It  will  be  seen  that  out  of  139  samples  of  water  examined  by  the 
Public  Health  Service,  24  were  unsatisfactory,  this  number  includes 
some  untreated  supplies. 

No  chemical  analysis  has  been  carried  out,  to  my  knowledge,  for 
some  time  and  I feel  that  whilst  the  various  sources  are  not  considered 
to  be  plumb  solved,  insufficient  attention  has  been  paid  to  the 
chemical  contents  of  the  water  for  some  time.

HOUSING  ACTS. 

There  was  a reduction  of  15  in  the  number  of  houses  in  the  district 
which  are  regarded  as  unfit,  the  steady  reduction  in  the  number  of 
unfit  houses  is  part  due  to  the  encouragement  of  improvement  grants, 
and  also  to  the  increasing  use  of  houses  in  the  district  as  second 
homes.  This  trend  will  continue  for  the  forseeable  future  and  whilst 
not  everyone  agrees  that  it  is  a good  thing,  there  is  no  doubt  that 
the  stock  of  fit  houses  is  increasing  and  the  total  rateable  value 
improved.  The  alternative  is  a large  number  of  unfit  vacant  houses 
which  would  spoil  the  appearance  of  the  villages  and  have  an  adverse 
effect  on  the  overall  economy  of  the  Dale. 


HOUSING  ACTS  1959  to  1971  - IMPROVEMENT  GRANTS. 

The  Council  offered  11  Standard  grants  and  29  Improvement  Grants 
during  the  year,  the  highest  number  since  the  grants  were  started. 
The  total  amount  offered  was  £35,792.
